financially ruined, and so they asked 


to come to their relief, 
did this by extending the 


time 10 three years, 
Now these 


same men are in trouble again, and 
again aro they demanding relief 
from Congress. They estimate lhat 
there rtru 
80,000,000 
gallons of 


whisky in bond thit will be thruut 
upon the market within the next two 
years, upon which taxes amounting 
to about $75,000,000 must be paid; 
where is the consumption in this 
time can not be more than 30,000, 
000 gallons, and these men cry 
aloud as with one voice, "help u*, or 
webiuk!" They want tbe banded 
period extended to live years. But 
Congress should not do anything of 
the kind. There is no good reason 
that we have scan deduced why these 
manufacturers of the flery iluid are 
entitled to any relief at the hands of 
Congress If the wheat crop of the 
country is enormous, and there is no 
foreign demand far our wheat, and 
the granaries of onr farmers ureflll 
ed to overflowing because there in 
no market, Congress is never asked 
to relieve thorn; if an exceedingly 
mild winter prevails and tho bulk of 
the heavy goods manufactured for 
the winter trade IH carried over, and 
as a result thereof the wool-grower 
i* compelled to hold his wool or sell at 
a price that he cannot afford because 
of an over stocked market, Congress 
is not asked to extend them relief; 
and there ie no more reason why re- 
lief should be given the whisky men 
than it should bo given tho farmer, 
The distillers were surely awaro ot 
the amount required for consump- 
tion, and if they were why did thuy 
manufacture in such vast quanti- 
ties, unless lhey expected 
that 


for which they are now asking? 
They hare had sufficient favors ex- 
tended. 
When the tax is due they 


should be compelled to pay. 
Let 


thorn pay tho tiddler now that they 
have danced, 


AMONG tae mauy plans proposed 


for the regulation ot the liquor traf- 
fic in Ouio there is what is known 
as tiie Look bill, framed and intro- 
duced by Ho a, John F, Look, of 
Madis >n county, at tho last session 
01 the legislature, This bill, while 
providing for a tax, does not require 
tbe bond the Pond law did, and by a 
large number of popple throughout 
the State is looked upon with tavor, 
In view of tho probability of this 
bill being discussed during 
tho 


present session of the General As- 
sembly, we give lelow a brief sum* 
mary of the same: 


It provides that on the first day 


of June of each year, or within trea- 
ty days thereafter, the trafficker in 
intoxicating drink shall pay into the 
county Treasury the tax hereafter 
named; and that every person so 
engaged shall on tbe first of June of 
each year register with the auditor 
of tbe county, and make oath accord- 
ing to form to be provided by the 
Auditor of State to the amount oi' 
malt, spirituous, or vinous liquors 
sold by him within the pa*t thirty 
days, and also the amount sold with- 
in the past year. The tax to bo 
paid is as follows: 


Sec. 4. A denier in malt liquors, 


whose sales f r thirty days next, pro- 
ceding th<i day of registry average 
five kegs or under per day, shall 
pay th« sum of fifty dollars annual- 
ly; one whose tales average over 
five, but not more than ton kegs per 
day within said period, aball pay 
the sum of one hundred dollars an- 
nually; one whose sales average over 
ten, but not more than fifteen kegs 
per day within said period, shall pay 
the sum of two hundred dollars an. 
nually; and one whose sales average 
over fifteen kogs per day within s*id 
period shall pay tbe sum of three 
hundred dollars annually.

istry shall exceed twenty barrels, 
but be less than forty barrels, shall 
pay the sum of fifty dollars annual. 
Iy, and one whose sale* in the ag- 
gregate for *aid period shall exceed 
forty barrtls, shall pay the sum of 
one hundred dollars annually. 


When the trafficker deals in more 


than one of the above, or all, then be 
shall pay the tax for each as pro- 
vided; but tbe payment of tbis tax 
does not exempt from payment of 
all other taxes that may be assessed 
upon property in common with 
other citizens, The dealer in drink; 
Is also required to keep a record of; 
tho amount of «ach kind of liquor he | 
del IP, which shall at all times be 
open f> inspection by the county 
Auditor, tbe Auditor of State, or 
such other p.-rson as they shall 
designate, The money thus collect- 
ed is to bedlspjsed of ag follows: 


Sec. 18. All funds paid into the 


county treasury under tbe provisions 
of tola net, shall be creditor) ae fol- 
lows: Two ihirJs thereof to the 
township*, villngts and cities from 
which said funds were received, and 
ah'ill be paid to such township, vil- 
lages and cities by said treasurer, 
for geno-al purposes of such corpor- 
ations and townships, and tbe re- 
maining one-third to the general 
county fund, except the tax placed 
placed upon the business of those 
who have no iixed place of business 
in the State, which shall be placed to 
the credit ot the State general rev- 
enue fund. 


Wo do not expect to see this bil 


bccomo a law, nor do we think it 
should; because it does not place tbe 
tax high enough. 


'TIs true the revenue it would 


yield would bo considerable, but the 
pasfcttgo of fauoh a law should not be 
for the sake of revenue alone. We 
regard it as absolutely impossible at 
this time to secure a prohibitory 
amendment to the Constitution; and 
this being the cane, the next belt 
thing to do is to secure that measure 
that will the moit effectually lessen 
the evil. A stringent tax law, one 
thai will be so severe that saloons 
cannot afford to pay but in the larg- 
er townc, will insult in tho oblitera- 
tion of tho evil almost entirely from 
the rural districts; and in cities and 
largtr towns, wjuuva drink will be 
sold, it matters not what course is 
adopted, » revenue will bo yielded 
that will very materially a:d legiti- 
mate tax payers, 


Judging from the notion of tho 


Supreme Court upon the Pond law, 
wo would regard it necessary to the 
enactment of such a law that an 
amendment to the Constitution bo 
adopted; and that is what this leg- 
islature should do, as two successive 
Republican Conventions have de- 
clared for, 


Give us the amendment and quit 


tinkering, 


already gone to tbe dcmnition bow- 
wows. 


That tbe Democratic admini stra- 


ti on of these two Governors will be a 
good thing for the Republican p&rty, 
and consequently iLe country, we 
doubt not. Their election was se- 
cured solely because of the opposi- 
tion of honest Republicans to boss- 
ism and its attendant corruptness;

public HS upoti a paying basis, and 
both are also regarded as model 
newsp&pern. The Gazette is always 
reliably Republican, and the Com- 
mercial also; but the latter has been 
possessed of a spirit of independ- 
ence that at times brought • upon it 
Cfiticisims that only resulted in do. 
ing good. We have for yeara re- 
garded the Cincinnati Commercial 
as the ideal newspaper, and while 
at times there have been editorial 
expressions we could not endorse, 
we still regard it as the best papar 
west of New York, and there are 
none in tha metropolis that can ex- 
cel it. In Me new arrangement it 
is given out that both Murat. IJal 
stead and Richard Smith will re- 
main, tbe former a* managing edi- 
tor, and the latter as business nr.nn- 
ager; and if the ruggcdnesa of tbe 
former does not conflict too much 
with,the "goodness" of the latter, 
the pxiblic can expect a paper that 
will excel all others in both a busi- 
ness, and ntws and literary sense. 
It is a union of two of tho brigUebt 
newspaper men on the continent, 
and but one result should follow. 


A.LHKADY the advance roar of a 


coming storm in Pennsylvania and 
New York is being heard, following 
immediately in the wake of tbe 
great Democratic tidal wave in No- 
vember, Immediately after the ctes- 
tlon Democratic journals wore lavish 
in their praise of the independent 
Republicans who aided in electing 
Governor Cleveland, in New York;

But, my friends, my remarks this 


evening will be conduct! to a retrospec- 
tive view of our country 'i condition in 
the autumn aad winter of 1862, Just 
twenty yews ago, Titat wafj, Indeed a 
dark epoch in »ur oitntrp'l history, 
We were engaged in a great civil wai 
whlcb bad then been gohgotn near one 
year and a half with varying success on 
our side. The three great armies of tb e 
North, the Army of the Potomac tho 
Army of the Tonoessee and the Army 
of the Cumberland had gained at thU 
time no great or substantial success, It 
Is true some victories had been achiev- 
ed, but In the main iho Rebel atmle1 


occupied thodiapiued territory, 
Tbe 


Army ol the Potomac In December, 
1862, 
after an arduous campaign was 


lying commanded by General Burnslcle 
on the north bank of tbe Shenendoah 
River with tho Rebel arm / of Northern 
Virginia under Lee In their Immediate 
front. Gen, Lee's army was then In 
Its best condition, bold and defiant, It 
It true that our armies after having 
been defeated and falling back 
from 


Centervllleand Manassas, commanded 
by Gen. Pope, bad In September gain- 
ed victories In Maryland 
at South 


Mountain and 
Antletam, and 
yet 


these victories were on our own aide, 
and when the Rebel Army rocroused 
tbe Potomac the armies occupied about 
the same territory they bad the year 
before, Gen, Burnskles In December 
1862 attacked the enemy on tbe Height'1, 
of Frederloksburgh, but we were again 
repulsed with great loss and matters In 
the Bast with that great army wore 
gloomy Indeed, 


It was not much better wiih tho 


irmyef the Tennessee. At this timo 
that army was commanded by General 
Grant, but the enemy controlled tho 
Mississippi rlvor and bad at Vlokabnrg 
and other points South, cannon plant- 
ed upon Its banks and controlled Its 
watorn.

General Sherman had been repulsed 


at Haloes Bluft'j with grout loss Jim 
above Vlcksborgh on the Ya/,oo, After 
rhls General Grant planned the Vlcks- 
burgh'campaign which was so success- 
ful. 


The army of tho Cumberland of 


which army I had tho honor of being 
an bumble member, was at this timo 
encamped a few miles South of Nash- 
ville, Tennessee, our lefc resting on the 
Nolensvllle turnpike, and our right on 
tho Franklin pike. 
Comrades, you 


who are here-to night, aad that were 
members of this army, will remember 
the defiant attitude of tbe 
enemy 


at this time. Their cavalry was dally 
menacing our flunks and rear. Our 
foraging parlies while out In quest ot 
forage, were being continually fired 
into and driven into camp, The enemy 
were commanded by General Bragg, 
and able Generals under him, Our army 
was commanded by General Roseorans, 
•'Old Rosy," as be wai familiarly 
called by the soldiers. Under him in 
command were McCook, Crittenden and 
Thomas. 
As I have said, the foa was 


Insolent and defiant, and it was plain 
that we muat either fight or quit tho 
•oil of Tennessee, 
After sending our 


nick, an . surplus baggage, to the rear, 
we were ordered to take throe days' 
rations and faoo tbe South, and give 
battle to the Rebel army, 
We broke 


camp on the 20th of December and on 
the iiSth of the month, just twenty years 
ago to-day, comrades, the battle of 
Stone River hat) commence* by heavy 
skirmishing with the enemy, and we 
continued to drlvi) them (or two days, 
whan, on the 8lsi:, tha general engage- 
ment was oomrmlncud br General Me- 
Cook on our rlgr,it. 
Tho enemy bad 


anticipated our movements and were 
ready for battle. Trtey advanced upon 
us;along our entire front, 
The battle 


was terrific. General MeCo.ik'8 corps 
was driven hack the first day at an 
angle with, our left; Rank, but we fared 
better tha ascond'day of the engage- 
ment, and tbe tt.lrd day of thfl battle 
having regained oitr ground lou. thi 
flrst day, an advance was ordered 
and a charge mada al6ng our entire 
front,

HON. K. L, LYHAROKR'S ADDRKSJ!. 


COMRADES OP THI GRAND ARMY or 


TUB REPUBLIC : About ten days ago I 
received a communication from the 
Commanders of our Post Informing 
me, that thoro would bo art open meet- 
Ing ot tho Post, this evening, at which 
brief histories of battles and marches 
would bo given by members of the 
organization, and at the satno time In- 
formed me than I would bo expected 
to talk about sotae one of the battles of 
the war, 


It having been my fortune, and mis- 


fortune as well, to havo boon present 
and participated in the battles of Cor- 
nftb, which resulted so favorably to 
our arms, and in which that comrade 
fell, whose honored name, this Post of 
the Grand Army bears, I concluded 
that a brief dlsorlption, from my own 
standpoint of that sanguinary engage- 
ment might prove more interesting to 
you, tlian any othf r with which I am 
acquainted. 


Corinth is, or rather was, a small 


village of about fifteen hundred inhabi- 
tants In the State ot Mississippi, and BO 
eltuated as to have been considered ol 
great stragotio importance at the be- 
ginning of tbe war, It is, perhaps, 
necessary to state that there was wbac 
la known as the first battle or ilege of 
Corinth. TMs so-oalleJ siege was un- 
dertaken In the spring of 1862 by tbe 
combined forces of Pope and Buell, 
amounting to at least one hundnd 
thousand men, all under the immediate 
ootnmand of Major General Ilalleck. 
ThU magnificent army started from 
Hamburg, on the Tennessee River, the 
last week of April, and succeeded In 
making a dUtanoe of about fifteen 
miles In a month's time, But while 
tbe ovflr-caottous commander of tbe 
Union Army was approaching the 
place by parallels and with siege guns, 
and arranging his combinations for 
i he capture of the rebel army, the 
wily General Beauregard 
evaeuted 


the town and quietly re+lred with 
his torcei 
toward Bnoaville, 
and 


on the, morning ot the 30th of Hay the 
Union Army with bands playing and 
oolorl flying marched Into- tbe ptao 
without serious loss of life or' blood. 
Thus, my comrades, ended the first 
ba<tie or selge of Corinth. Gen. Sher- 
man with the same army would have 
cspr.»red tbe town and perhaps dettoy- 
ed the enemy lo a Weak. • B'U o n the 
third and fourth days of October IB tbe 
same year, an engagement took place 
for $h* possession of Gortatb,, befcw* en 
the Army of the Mississippi, about fit- 
teen thousand rantt and Ale, com- 
mano>d by Gen. Wm. 8. Raseorans, 


d the esmWaed forces of Prloe aai 
andorn,vttoitr, ?thensa4sl strong, 


which resulted most gloriously for our 
arms, aad In which tbe Confederates 
were most signally defeated. 
Prelim- , 


Inary to tbis Important engagement, 
was fought tbe battle of luka on the 
10th day of September, 
The rebel 


army being defeated on that day, with- 
drew from tbe field in the night, and 
retreated, being ho'ly 
pursued the 


next day by Rosecraos, whilst Gen, 
Grant, who had been at Barnsvllle 
during the engagement, and failed to 
make a simultaneous attack, for rea- 
sons about which there is still a dis- 
pute, retired with his army to Jackson, 
lean. Gen. Prloe no doubt preceiv- 
ing this division of the Federal forces,' 
conceived tbe idea of effecting a junc- 
tion with Vandorn, and capturing 
Corlntb. To effect this purpose bis 
line of march describe'! the arc of a 
circle, whilst Rosecraos, being on tho 
alert, and watching ills maneuvering 
anticipated hlsdes'gns,ar)d by keeping 
on tbe Inside of tho circle, arrived at 
Corinth in ample time to meet and give 
h Im a warm reception. 


On the morning of tbe 2nd, a 


feint was made at tbe small village of 
Kosnutb, where Stanley's division was 
immediately 
ordered. Subsequently, 


however, tbe enemy was developed In 
strength near Cbewnlla, a village about 
twelve miles from Corinth, and Sranly 
who had marobod bis men bard all 
day, was ordered to counter march, 
arriving at Corinth on the 3), in time 
to hear tho battle of that day fairly In- 
augurated. 


The division of Davis and Qilmby 


were first attacked, and after many 
hours of bard fighting and stubborn re- 
sistance, was compelled to fall back 
before tho heavy columns of the enemy 
losing seventy in killed and wounded. 
Tbe enemy following up his advantage 
succeeded in capturing the outer line 
of intrenchments, and drove our troops 
into town before dark, but being either 
content with tbo day's success, or oau- 
tlnuous on account of the stubborn re- 
sistance he had met did not fores tho 
fighting that evening, but watted tbo 
morrow to renew engagement, crus'i 
Rosecrffns, and capture the Immtnso 
amount, of supplies stored at that point. 


Our line of battle covering tbe town 


was that of a seml-clrclw, the center 
retired, and protected on either flank 
by forts of heavy guns. My recoil ac- 
tion is that Hamilton's division occu- 
pied tho exwremo right, Stanley's to 
which £ belonged, was on the extreme 
left, and Davli and Qulmby had posi- 
tions In tho center. Tha 4IU Ohio 
Regiment hid a position on an elevatcu 
piece of ground with the right resting 
against Battery Robinete «nti the left 
undor tho guns of Battery Williams.

Letter from Woihloffton, 


Corrospomleiico Coshoctoft Ajjo. 


On tbe morning of the 1th tbo 
flrst opened with shell and ahot from a 
fluid battery In front ot Roblnetr, and 
at not more than three hundred yards 
distance, killing and wounding quite a 
number before daylight. This battery 
was soon silenced and disabled by our 
heavy guns, and subpetjuently hauled 
in by our men, 


After that everything appeared quiet 


until about ten o'clock A, M., wbon 
the enemy made an impetuous, and al- 
most simultaneous attack along our en- 
tiro line, with tho evident expectation 
of carrying everything before him. 
Tbe 45JI Regiment was so situated—tho 
ground descending to the right and In 
front—that wo could look over the 
whold field, Tho loft and center of tbo 
enemy emerging from the woods bo- 
fore, and a little In advance of bis right 
we had an opportunity for a vory few 
minutes of wUaeaslng one of tho most 
terrlflc ocencsof blood and carnage, 
that It was my lot ever to behold. Tbo 
rebel lines massed in columns, moved 
forward with tho steadiness, if not tho 
precision of regiments at drills, whilst 
one of tho most destructive and terri- 
ble fires every 
doilvored on

field of battle, wfts 
bolng 
pour- 


ed from 
artillery 
and 
musketry 


straight into their foicoi, Tho shell 
and slfl)t from our batteries plowed 
through their ranks, making great 
gaps, literally mowing tnon down by 
hundreds; still tbeir formation was 
preserved, tbt Ir broken ranks quickly 
closed up, and on, on they come ( 
But 


we who bad been watoblng tbis scene 
from tho left had not long to gaze on 
so grand a panorama of war, for our 
attention was soon called to our Imme- 
diate front. A desperate charge was 
coming, and a determined effort to 
capture Robtnett Immediately follow- 
ed. This fierce onset was promptly 
met and handsomely repulsed by the 
Ohio Brigade, who hurled the enemy, 
at this point, (back Into the woods In 
disorder, only to reform and renew 
tbe attack wltb still greater vig- 
or and 
determination. 
This sec- 


ond assault was led by a brigade of 
tbe steadiest Infantry of Price's Army, 
commanded by tbe brave, and Impetu- 
ous

waving his sword and tncotiraglni 
bis followers literally rode into the very 
'Jaws ot death," for both horse and 
Hd*r fell dead on tbe parapet, under 
the very mouths,of tbe gunsof Robi- 
net .

The Bioheit Man in Mexico, 


Tho richest man in Mexico is proba- 


bly Patricio Milmo, which Is tho Mexi- 
can for Paddy Miles. Ho owns an es- 
tate of 400,000 acres, and his plantation 
has a reputation nil over the country. 
A part of it is cultivated for corn, 
grapes, sugar cane and maguey. 
Mil- 


mo* s residence is on the summit—a 
handsome stone structure, very large, 
and ornamented by cornices and pillars 
imported from France and the United 
States. The interior is like a palace, 
and so rich with gold and silver arid 
precious stones that the eye is dazzled 
with their splendor. Milmo is Presi- 
dent of tho Bank of Mexico, an instita- 
tion with powers and privileges in that 
country as groat as are tho Bank of 
England's in Britain. 


His father-in-law, Santiago Vidarri, 


was executed for supplying money to 
revolutionists, and he himself narrowly 
escaped a similar death, though bo was 
connected in a monetary sense with tho 
opposing forces. Since then brigands 
have captured him several times, and 
compelled him to pay from $10,000 to 
926,000 ransom. These adventures bare 
taught him precaution, and he has 
turned the mesa into a sort of citadel, 
accessible by only a narrow patli, 
obstructed by an iron gate of enormous 
proportions. He hai distilleries and 
several factories, in which goods are 
manufactured for his own use on the 
mesa, and intends to retire to his man- 
sion whenever another insurrection is 
imminent. It ia said that when ho 
came to Mexico ho did not have a dol- 
lar, and got his start in business from 
his father-in-law.—St. Louis Xepubli- 
can. 


Plymouth Book, 


"Plymouth Rock," which has served 


as a text for so much spread eagle ora- 
tory, is an object of historic interest, in 
spite of its present prosaic surroundings, 
The rock, which is a large bowlder of 
gray granite, lies imbedded Just where 
ft was when the pilgrim band leaped 
from the Mayflower upon it. Put the 
filling up of the water front for wharve^ 
has changed the whole aspect of tho 
shore from what It was, and even at 
high tide the rook is nearly forty feet 
from the water's edge. 
In 1775, in the 


first flush of revolutionary enthusiasm, 
the citizens of Plymouth removed tho 
upper part of the rook to the town 
square. 
In raising it, it split apart, and 


the omen wait considered significant of 
the final separation of the colonies from 
the English crown. On the Fourth of 
July, 1884, it was carried in procession 
and deposited in front of Pilgrim's Hall, 
where it remained until September 87, 
1880, when it was carried book into its 
original resting place by the water side/ 
covered with an arched canopy of gran- 
ite, and protected by an iron fence, The 
entrance to the inokware i« kept barred 
and locked at night, and the, figure* 
1830, which aro out on the sloping side 
of the rook, serve to perpetuate tie hi*

Prof. Grime* of Ohtoago Talk! 


Plata to the Free Thinkers— 
the UnreMonablenea* of the Be- 
lief Demonstrated. 


From tho PlUkburg TJmoi, 


Tho Lecture of J. Stanley Grimes, a 


Chicago lawyer, before the Liberal 
League yesterday, was one of great 
interest, 
He spoke on the "Unrea- 


sonableness of infidelity." He dealt 
with the Infidel as a disbeliever in a 
God, which now is the general ac- 
ceptance of the term. He did not 
undertake to defend the inspiration 
of the Bible, nor did he start out with 
that declaration. 
Mr. Grimes said: 


"Is skepticism a mark of superior 


intellect? 
If so, the brutes are super- 


ior to man, for they are utterly inca- 
pable of belief. 
Man is the only crea- 


ture on earth that believes, and it is 
this fact more than anything else that 
raises 
him 
above 
these animals. 


Without belief the knowledge accumu- 
lated in one generation could not be 
communicated to another; there could 
be no history, no literature, nescience, 
no 
religion—no 
liberalism. 
Man 


would be a mere human brute. It is 
by means of faith that the philosopher 
receives facts from all parts of the 
world and all parts and ages, and 
weaves them into the sciences. 
It is 


by faith that 
the students in the 


schools and colleges imbibe ihe re- 
sults of the intellectual labors of great 
scholars and makes them contribute 
to his education. It is by faith in 
testimony that courts of justice re- 
ceive the necessary information con- 
cerning the fact and the law, and de- 
cide the most important cases. In the 
daily intercourse of society, every day 
and almost every hour, we depend 
upon what we hear, read and believe 
to guide our conduct. What is a li- 
brary but the knowledge of all past 
ages, crystallyzed and presented to 
bur faith? 
I have said that brutes arc 


skeptics. There are some men who 
nearly approach them in this respect 
just as some are naturally color blind 
and some cannot distinguish the diff- 
erent notes and harmonies of music; 
so there aic some who are nearly 
idiots in regard to evidence and faith. 
There is, however, a still larger class 
whose skepticism in regard to re- 
ligion arises from their aversion to its 
restraining influences. 
It demands 


self-denial and inculcates virtues that 
they are unwilling to practice. 
The 


infidel boasts that they are guided by 
reason instead of belief, as if there was 
something antagonistic between the 
two; as if reason was inconsistent with 
belief. 
Now, the truth is that nine- 


tecn-lwemietlis of our reasoning is 
concerning things we only believe. 
Consider, for a moment, how little we 
loam from our own observation and 
experience and how much from what 
we hear and read. 
The man who 


hears and reads the more understand- 
ingly, can rea ion the more profoundly 
and 
comprehensively. 
A superior 


mind is one in which reason and 
faith go hand in hand. 
Sceptics are 


in the habit of sneering at the Chris- 
tians for believing. They boast of 
reason as it they had a patent right 
and exclusively monopoly of the arti- 
cle. 
When Pain wrote his celebrated 


attack on the ]3ible, he entitled it, 
"The Age oi' Reason." When the 
French Liberals voted God out of ex- 
istence they dressed up a woman of 
doubtful character as the 
Goddess 


of Reason and paraded her through 
the streets as a substitute for God. 
One of the New York infidels wrote a 
book againsr ( hristianity and called 
it, "The Bible of Reason." You can 
scarcely talk five minutes with one of 
these liberal infidels without receiving 
an intimation that he has all the rea- 
son on his side, 
I ,et us see if this is 


true. 
One has a right, after all this 


egotistical parade, to expect that the 
doctrines taught by the infidels must 
be the very quintessence of reason. 
Let us review these facts. When 
fiannibal, the great Carthegian Gen- 
eral came from Africa and invaded 
Italy and threatened Rome. Scipio 
retaliated by carrying the war into 
Africa, 
The result was that Carthage 


instead of Rome was destroyed.

us imitate Scipio Africanus. and curry 
the war inlo the infidel dominions.

These are the wonderful reassurers 
who sneer at the idea of a Being ol 
infinite wisdom making a

from a rib, or from anything else; can 
you imagine anything more unrea- 
sonable—more absured There is a 
mode of reasoning known to scholars 
as the reductio ad absurdum. It con- 
sislsi in taking a proposition or doc- 
trine and carrying it out to its logical 
consequence, they 
showing 'that it 


ita bsurd. It seems to me that we have 
just done this, 
Daniel Webster once 


said that before'a fair and intdlig'etit 
court; there are some case* "that need 
no argument in-Order to gain them 
all that is necessary to do it to state 
the case clearly. This ii one of those I 


not believe that there number in 
this country is as great as is the num- 
ber of patients in the insane asylums; 
not half as great as the number 01 
convicts in our penitentiaries, Stat- 
istics prove that a certain number p 
persons commit suicide; a certain 
number commit murder, or become 
insane. 
By the same rule a certain 


number become atheists; but surely 
there is no danger of any community 
in this country suffering an epidemic 
of this kind of idiocy like that whicl 
occurred in Paris during the Frencl 
revolution. The atheists have lately 
adopted a new mode of expressing 
their skepticism. 
They call them 


selves Agnostics. They say I don* 
know; there may be. a God, but I don' 
know it. I never saw him. I neve 
heard him speak; where is he? Thi: 
is a mere cowardly evasion, they do 
know. When Robinson Crusoe wai 
on the Island of Juan Fernandez &ev 
era) years had passed and he had no 
seen, or heard the voice of, a humai 
being; but one day while walking 
along by the sea shore he was startlei 
by seeing in the sand the distinct 
footprint of a human being. He 
knew it was not his own; he had no 
trod there, and besides, its sixe was 
different from his. He did not say 
'[ will not believe any one has been 
here!" Reason in such a case is a* 
certain as eye sight. Now, let the 
Atheist look around him and see the 
footprints and finger marks of an in 
telligent — a 
wonderfully 
intelligent 


creator impressed upon every planet 
and flower and every living thing. It 
may be said of them what Addison 
saitl of the stars: 'In reason's eai 
they all rejoice and utter forth a glor- 
ious voice, forever singing as the) 
shine; the hand that mailo us is di 
vine. 


When Le Verier the great astronom 


er saw the planet Uranus attract out 
of its course he knew thalthcic wasni 
undiscovered and invisible planet f.v 
beyond the orbit of any known planet 
influencing the visible one. lie die 
not say, I will not believe until 1 sec 
it. Reason declared its existence befon 
the telescope of his friend Gallilco wa 
raised to look for it. When Kdwan 
Hitchcock, the geologist of New Kng 
land, saw in the sandstone on the 
banks of the Connecticut the footprint 
of reptiles that trod there 300,000 
years ago, he had no doubts. He die 
not say, I will not believe such creat 
urcs trod in such a distant time. None 
of the remains or fossils of those crea 
lures have been found; no evidence 
that they existed 
excepting tho* 


tracks. But no one who looks at thosi 
sandstone slabs in Amhcrsl Collcg< 
has any doubts on the subject. Nearly 
all of science is founded on circum 
stantial evidence; practically the sam 
kind of evidence nature furnishes ii 
abundance of the existence of a Coil 
A second tribe of infidels are callec 
Pantheists, or Nature Godists. 
The; 


deny they are atheists, and say Natur 
is God. But if you question themthej 
admit they do not believe Nature ha 
any intelligence. Their God is an "id) 
ot, a thing that knows nothing am 
has no moral' character; yet this Na 
lure-God made intelligent man, win 
knows more than his maker. Spiritual 
isls arc the third class of infidels who 
are Pantheists, who do not believe ii 
a personal God but in nature, whicl 
produces a human being, and puts ; 
spiritual being into him that exist 
millions of years after the body is dead 
Where nature got this spirit, they do 
not know. There are million of spirit 
of men and women, but no* spirit o 
God to govern them. Laws, but no 
law giver. They believe in spirits en 
lering bodies, tapping tables, playing 
pianos, ringing bells, or writing be 
tween slabs, yet not in miracles. They 
believe in A. J. Davis, but 
not 
ii 


Christ, in the Davenport boys and the 
Fox girls, but not in the Apostles. They 
don't believe in Christian marriages 
but in affinities. Almighty (Hod couk 
not inspire the Apostles, but a silly 
woman can be made by a "big un 
clean" talkc Mohigan jurgo. Whei 
the Israelites abandoned God they se 
up a calf in His place. The old infidc 
finding himself approaching the em 
of life, with nothing but the cold 
cheerless grave before him, lurn's to 
modern spiritualism, It teaches the 
marriage bond a fraud, and future 
punishment a false alarm. Take away 
from them the ghost, and there is noth 
ing but infiidelity left; and take awa 
infidelity and nothing but the ghost is 
left, The fourth tribe is the Unilbnni- 
tarians, or theislic-rationalists. They 
believe in a personal God, an omnis 
cient and omnipotent creator of all 
things; but having created nature and 
ail its causes, He abandoned it and 
takes no further interest in it. His law 
is fixed and immutable. Indifferent to 
the prayers of the suffering, the virtues 
of the righteous, or the crimes of the 
wicked. This is practical Atheism, It 
expresses God a monsler-a being who 
created a world in which misery a- 
bounds, and then provided no future 
life in which justice could be rewarded 
wickedness punished, and suffering 
virtue compensated. Such a doctrine 
is unreasonable, such a God incredi- 
ble-impossible. 


The Christian doctrine is that Go I 


is the creator of all thmgsJThe laws of 
nature are His laws, and they are uni- 
form and unchangeable, except when 
He who made them sees fit to change 
or vaiy or suspend them. Surely it is 
not unreasonable to believe that He 
who made the laws of nature can va- 
ry them at His will. He who made 
the laws can certainly make the by- 
laws and He who created man. has 
certainly man at His disposal."

To 
educate a ne^ro ia to spoil a plough 
hand. There is one school on this Is- 
land supported by the charity of two 
Northern ladies tbat has H marked ID- 
fluence on the colored people.

Latin and algebra" to negro boys and 
girls who have but little knowledge of 
common things. I think it unwise to 
teach boys and girls hlgtier branches 
tti education until «faey have a founda- 
tion of elementary education on which 
to build. This these' negroet do not 
possess'. I was strongly and unfavora- 
bly Impressed by the pretence of knowl- 
edge made by the black youths and by 
their peltaetisfied air. This school 
however, has been of great benefit to 
this |fople. 
Its Influence has been 


elevaftng, These two ladles have de- 
voted their lives and fortunes to the 
education and improvement of tbe ne- 
groes living on St. Helena's Island; 
but I think they have wasted 
their 


lives. 


I Judge from what I have been told 


oeption, thu women of these Islands, 
Khohave any negro blood In their 
veins, are prostitutes. 
It ia a hopeless 


task to endeavor to elevate a people 
whose women aro scrum pots and whose 
men are cowards. It Is absolutely no 
disgrace for any colored girl to have 
children before she is married. These 
children are devoid of shame. 
Their 


personal habits are so filthy, that I 
'suspected that venereal disease was 
widespread among them. On Inqnlrv 
of the physlcUns who prao'lae among 
them, I found 1 was oonect In my In- 
ference 
The negroes are saturated 


with this deadly taint. This being the 
case, the free 
love In Kg vilest 


Beosi belli* practised amon« them, it 
can be readily seen how widely diffused 
this Ineradicable poison must necoisa- 
rlly be. As In the well-known case of 
the almost total extinction" of the 
natlvea of the Hawaiian Inlands by 
syphilis and the diseases that spring 
from It, a similar fate I a i n store lor 
these negroes, 
Th<»y will probably be 


exterminated by their licentious habits.

Mooting of the State Le*islature- 


The Temporanoo Question to the 
Front—Tho Governor's Message, 
The Ohio Legislature convened at 


Columbus Tuesday. In tho Senate 
there were 25 prosent, while in the 
House 'M\ were absent at roll call. 
The opening of tho Senate was at- 
tended by dignity, and with no bu«l- 
ness of considerable importance. In 
the House an entirely different scone 
was enacted. 
IM> sooner had the 


Speaker called the IIouso to order 
and congratulated the members up- 
on their presence, than JJrunner, of 
Wyandot, offered n resolution thank- 
ing the "Father of Light for the 
Democratic victory of last fall, and 
condemning the present Legisla- 
ture." 
Tho resolution was rejected. 


Tho 
temperance 
question 
was 


brought to tho front at onoe by the 
ottering of three resolutions to amend 
the Constitution and flx the power 
to regulate tho liquor traffic. 


Tho first was by Mr. Cory, of 


Crawford, who wants 
section 9 


amended ao tbat "Tho General As- 
sembly shall, by law, provide against 
tho evils resulting from the Unfllc in 
intoxicating liquors," 


Tho original section road as fol- 


lows: "No license to trafllo in in- 
toxicating liquor* shall horoafter bo 
granted io the State, but the Gener- 
al Assembly may, by law, provide 
against tho eviU resulting thorc- 
from," 


Tbo resolution, if passed, will ro- 


move all restriction irom iho Consti- 
tution, and leave this vexed question 
entirely in the hands of tho General 
Assembly. 


Wnilo tho second resolution, offer- 


ed by Mr. Price, of Muskingum, is 
the same in substance It is more 
radical in form, as follows: 


"The traffic in intoxicating liquors 


is productive of much ovil; there- 
for?, the General Assembly shall 
have full power to regulate and re- 
strain tho manufacture and sale 
thereof in this State." 


Tho resolution which is framed 


more strictly in conformity with the 
recommendations of the Governor's 
message, is thftt of Mr. Jones, of 
Jackson. It contains two section*, 
and provides for Amending tho Con« 
atitulion in two particulars. 


The first section proposes 
to 


amsnd section I of article 15 so that 
amendments to tho 
Constitution 


may hereafter be submitted at a 
special or general election as the 
Legislature may direct, and that a 
majority of the electors voting on 
the proposed amendment shall bo 
sufficient to adopt tho same, and re- 
dnoes tho time of publication from 
six to three months. 


The second section provides for 


the submission of two propositions 
to amend section 18 of the schedule, 
the first proposition being for clean 
out prohibition, and is in tho follow- 
ing language: 
' "First Proposition: Sue. 18, Tho 
manufacture and sale of spirituous, 
malt, vinous, or other intoxicating 
liquors or compounds, as a beverage, 
is forover prohibited in this State; 
and the General Assembly shall 
provide by suitable enactments for 
the enforcement of this inhibition." 
' The second proposition being for 
absolute legislative control over the 
liquor traffic, is in tho following 
language: 


"Second Proposition: Sio. 18. 


The General Assembly may subject 
the traffic in, or manufacture of, 
spirituous, malt, vinous or*other in- 
toxicating liquors, to the payment 
of special Uxes, anything in tbo 
present Constitution to the contrary 
notwithstanding, 
and may impose 


such other conditions, regulations' 
and limitations thereon a« shall 
most effectually prevent evils result- 
ing therefrom; It may also provide 
for the prohibition and suppression 
of the same as a beverage, through- 
out the State, or in such oirlUnd 
municipal division, thereof as shall

The liquor truffle w111 bring to your 


attention a question that engages the 
thoughts of the people more deeply nnd 
seriously than any other subject that 
will come before you, 


Tho enormity of the evil is admitted 


by all, as well as Us disastrous effects 
upon society, and tho magnitude of the 
burdens of taxation imposed by It upon 
the poeple through private and public 
charities 
was never asgreat as at 


the present lime. 


When the present constitution was 


adopted, a clause was voted Into ifc by 
the people under the belief that through 
)t would be scoured a greater restraint 
to the traffic than bad previously ox- 
exlsted, Experience has shown that, 
instead of greater restraint, we have 
practically free trade In liquor, not 
only six days In the week but on Sun- 
day also, In facf, In many local! ties, 
Sunday, instead of being ts the law 
and welt-being of soolety demands, a 
day of rest and recreation, has become 
a day of rowdyism and carnivals; In- 
stead of being the most orderly It has 
become the most disorderly day of the 
week. It is a humiliating fact that wo 
have In Ohio to-day more than sixteen 
thousand plaoes whore thla unrestrain* 
ed trafllo li carried on, taking the hard 
earned wages from many thousands of 
our citizens, whose families need the 
money tho* worse than thrown away, 
This entire traffic, the account of which 
in round numbers will probably ex- 
ceed seventy millions of dollars an- 
nually, muo.i the largar portion of 
which Is profit;, contributes but a tithe 
of the burden it Imposes upon the pub- 
lic through the crlm) and pauperism 
created by it. 


The laws upon our statute books en- 


aoted by both of the grear> political 
parties, for the avowed purpose of lim- 
iting and restraining the evil effects of 
this traffic, are, to all Intent* and pur- 
poses, except in a few localities, In- 
operative. 


It is earnestly hoped that a practical 


measure of restraint be enaetad, and 
through 11 the evils of the traffic ma- 
terially reduced, 


upon the business is conduced liable 
for tho tax, I? clearly constitutions!, 
will bi found popular with our people, 
can be t-nally executed, and will oper-

The Merchant Navy, 


Thoro is a wide-spread impression that 


tho decline in the ship-building and 
ocean-carrying trade began with tho 
Civil War and was occasioned by the 
Confederate cruisers; but in a recently 
published book, Mr. David A. Wells de- 
clares that the million; e of these agonros 
has boon greatly exaggerated. 


They simply furthered a process of de- 


cadence which had previously sot in, 
and tho primary cause of tho decline 
was, in Mr. Wells's opinion, the sub- 
stitution of steamers for sailin^ ves- 
sels. 


While tho latter were built of wood, 


the American, could compote with tho 
English in constructing thorn; but ex- 
perience taught tho builders that iron 
vessels are better adapted to boar tho 
strain of steam machinery, and that 
wood is unfit for Jnrgo vessels propelled* 
by screws. The appliances for tho con- 
struction of iron vessels did not exist in 
tho United States, and it was predicted 
in 1857 that England, being ablo to con- 
struct such steamers more cheaply than 
any other country, would monopolize 
ocean steam navigation. 


Tho remedy, in Mr. Wolls's opinion, 


is in tho repeal of the navigation laws 
which handicap American shipping, nnd 
in tho reduction of nil expenses connect, 
ed with tho hiring and discharge of sea- 
men, pilotage, consular charges, etc.; 
but he concludes that a reform of tho 
tariff is also indispensable.
